I am pleased to be able to report again this year 
that it was a geed year for public health in the district. ‘In contrast to last 
year, only three new cases of tuberctlosis were notified and only two cases of 
other infectious diseases, 


There ff2s an increase in the number of male deaths 
and in one third of these pneumoconsi.cvis was a contributory factor, Heart 
Disease aiso caused a third of male deaths, There were fewer deaths from 
Cancer and no lung cancers 


I wish to take this opportunity of thanking the 
Public Health Inspector for his co-operation and assistance and also other members of 
tae Staff and the Council for their continued interest and support in the work of the 
Health Department.

No cases were notified in the area during the year, 
DMUNISATION AND VACCINATIONS 
DIPHTHERTA 


For at least thirteen years no diphtheria has occured in the area anc 
no case was notified in .the County; but a reminder is required that the disea; 
might recur in this district if a high level of immunity is not maintained in 
children, During the year, scattered cases did recur throughout the ccuntry, 
mostly amongst school children. A few proved fatal. These might have been 
prevented if the full course cf immunisation against the disease had been 
given. Farents should therefore ensure that their own children are protected 
by obtaining the necessary inoculations from their family doctor or at the 
Infant Welfare Clinic, which is held on alternate Wednesday afternoons at Bev. 
Chapel Vestry from 2 - 4 p.m. 


Daring 1960, sixteen children under 5 years of age ceived combined 
inoculations against diphtheria and whcoping cough, four booster doses were 
given, Sixteen other children received scparate inoculations against 
diphtheria or against whooping cough. 

in addition, a number of infants were vaccinated against smallpox 
by their family doctor or at the Clinic. Sepsrate figures for Ciwmamman are 
not available but in the whole County 1,050 infants, estimated as 50.88% 
of the total births registered for the year, received this vaccination, This 
compares with 1,13). or 48,50% for the previous year.

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SANITARY ADMINISTRATION 
WATER SUPPLY 


The supply of water in the district was, throughout the year, 
plentiful, as, when the local sources of supply Glyndraenog and Cwmpedol 
did not yield sufficient, the deficiency was supplied by the Loughor Joint 
Water Board, a bulk supply arrangement being in operation. The chlorination 
plant has worked satisfactorily , frequent samples being sent for bacter- 
iological examination so as to safeguard the health of consumers, Samples 
are submitted regularly for chemical analysis, and results are uniformly 
good. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The sewers have worked satisfactorily throughout the year. The syste 
is by gravitation to disposal works at Pantyfynnon, which works are under the 
control of the Amman Valley Joint Sewerage Board. There is no question that 
the sewers are sufficiently large to deal adequately with the needs of the 
district, but some additional facilities are needed to deal with excessive 
flows of storm water on occasion, This difficulty will not be solved until 
the scheme for the provision of new disposal works is eomplefed, This 
scheme is now in hand, but several years must elapse before we derive the 
full benefit from its operation.

PUBLIC CLEANSING -— DRY REFUSE 


The Council undertake the removal of all Dry Refuse, collection being 
made by the Council Lorry twice weekly from all parts of the district. The 
Refuse when collected, is tipped at Neuadd Farm and Glanamman Tin Works Site. 
In my opinion, steps should be taken to enforce the provision by householder: 
of proper dustbins, as all kinds cof insanitary receptacles are now used. 

It has always been the exception to see a proper covered dustbin in the 
streets of the district, all kinds of boxes, tins and buckets being used for 
the purpose, Under the provisions of Section 75 of the Public Health Act, 
1936 the provision of a proper covered dustbin can be enforced.

It is unfortunate that the Government has seen fit to withdraw 
the financial assistance which was given, with such good results, for a very 
long period. The small authorities with low rate yields will find it 
increasingly difficult in the future to keep the rat population within 
reasonable bounds, We must, however, do what we can to cope with this 
problem in such a way that the good work done under the Government Scheme 
be not wasted. very effort must be made to prevent the multiplication 
of rats and mice,
